The pictures made by Tiro’s 
’ tiny cameras are stills. They are 
transmitted: by television tech- 
niques to ground stations to be 
pieced together in a mosaic. 
In this way a panoramic view 
can be obtained of an area 3500.

The gunfire casualties at noon 
today were the first inside Dur- 
ban although four Africans were 
reported injured in bus stonings 
last night. 


Police and Leaders Argue. 


In other areas of the city, 
heavily armed soldiers and police 
stopped the marching Negro 
columns. On one street, three 
armored cars, three troop car- 
riers -and a police riot car 
blocked a group of marchers. 
Negro leaders argued with the 
police, while soldiers stood by 
menacingly with fixed bayonets. 

However, as marchers from 
other regions converged on the 
jail, police forces moved into 
that area and took up a stand. 

In Johannesburg, meanwhile, 
police announced the death of 
a Negro policeman from stab 
wounds suffered last night. It 
was the second police death 
from these clashes. 

At still another area, to the 
west, white police swung clubs 
and rifle butts in breaking up a 
crowd of about 1400 marchers 
aiming to hand in their detested 
passbooks. 

The marchers headed into 
Hermanus, a_ coastal _ resort 
50 miles east of Capetown. The 
crowd, including some women, 
was warned by the police, sta- 
tion commander to disperse.

NATO to Study West German

Atlantic Alliance to Consider Also British

PARIS, April 1 (AP) — The 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion today ordered urgent study 
of West Germany's call for 
training and supply bases in 
other countries.

Flight recorders have been 
mandatory on all pure jet trans- 
ports, such as the Boeing 707 
and Douglas DC-8, since Sept. 
9, 1957. The instruments continu- 
ously record time, air speed, | 
altitude, 
and heading. Some record other 
‘information as well. 

The order would affect such 
turbine powered planes as the 
Electra, Viscount and F-27.-- 

Although it did not refer di- 
rectly to the airliner ‘crashes 
which recently brought about the 
imposition of speed restrictions 
on the Electra, the FAA proposal 
cited the lack ef information in |] 
crashes where the plane lacked 
1@ recorder.

NUCLEAR TESTS 


UNDERGROUND 


GENEVA, April 1 (AP)—The 
United States insisted today a 
(series of experimental nuclear 
‘explosions will have to be con- 
ducted underground as part ‘of 
‘the West's new program for a 
treaty to bar nuclear tests. 

United States Ambassador 
James J. Wadsworth raised this 
point at the three-power nuclear 
\test conference and was closely 
questioned on it by Soviet dele- 
gate Semyon Tsarapkin. 

In the American view, the test 
series would aid in solving the 
difficult underground detection 
problem.. It would form part of 
a scientific program organized 
by the United States, the Soviet 
Union and Britain in connection 
with thé completion of a partial 
treaty to end tests. 

Soviet Questions. 

Tsarapkin asked nine general 
questions on the program formu- 
Jated earlier this week by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Prime 
Minister Macmillan at Camp 
David, Md. 

At today’s session there was 
no reference by United States, 
British or Soviet delegates to the 
.explosion by France of a second 
atomic device this morning. The 
French are not represented in 
the 17-month-old talks here. 

! Western sources .said the un- 
‘derground experimental explo- 
sions could be conducted with 
nuclear devices that contain no 
military secrets. 

The United States says the 
tests would be held under the 
rules envisaged for blasts for 
peaceful purposes after a treaty 
goes into effect. This means that 
the nation conducting the tests 
would have observers from the 
other two present. 

Hard Bargaining. 

A test bar treaty now appears 
closer, but months of hard bar- 
gaining probably lie ahead. | 

Macmillan, reporting to the 
House of Commons in London on 
his visit to Mr. Eisenhower, said 
today he has hopes a test bar 
treaty will be concluded ‘‘with- 
in a reasonable time.” 

The British Prime Minister 
cautioned that ‘“‘a number of im- 
portant points—the length of the 
moratorium {on small under- 
ground explosions), the number 
of inspections, and other matters 
—will need considerable negotia- 
tion.” 

The Camp David plan calls 
for a bar on all nuclear explo- 
sions in the air, in the seas and 
‘on the ground, and on under- 
ground explosions above a cer- 
tain size, following agreement on 
‘a control system, and for a mor- 
atorium of not-too-long duration

diate program to bar weapons 
of mass destruction from outer 
space before this problem reach- 
es a point of no return. 

United States Ambassador 
F ick M, Eaton made the 
appeal to Soviét delegate Vale- 
rian Zorin at the 10-nation dis- 
armament conference. 


the United States and Russia 
were involved as other nations 
are not yet able to fire mass 
destruction weapons into space. 

For this reason, he said, a 
“unique opportunity” exists now 
to make some arrangement be- 
tween the two nations. 

Eaton said the world had an 
|Opportunity in 1945 to head off 
‘a nuclear arms race but let it 
slip by. He declared that a simi- 
lar opportunity exists now—and 
may never come again—in the 
development of space weapons. 

The American delegate pointed 
out there are very few launching 
sites for space vehicles in the 
United States and in the Soviet 
Union. The United States has 
only*two such sites, he said, and 
the number in Russia is known 
to be small.

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CASTRO TO TRADE 
CUBAN SUGAR FOR 
POLISH PLANES 


EERE 


HAVANA, April 1 (AP)—Fidel 
Castro’s government and Com- 
munist Poland have signed a 
trade pact providing for the ex- 
change of Cuban sugar and other 
products for a variety of Polish 
manufacturers, including  air- 
planes and helicopters. 

The foreign ministry also an- 
nounced that Poland has agreed 
to a technical and scientific as- 
sistance program for Cuba, in- 
cluding supplies of Polish in- 
dustrial equipment on credit. 

The ministry hailed the agree- 
ments as another step toward 
the Cuban government’s goal of 
a diversified economy. The an- 
nouncement gave no indication 
of the amounts involved in 
either agreement, nor was it dis- 
closed whether Poland will sup- 
ply civilian or military aircraft. 

Castro has been trying for 
some time to obtain jet fighters 
for his small air force, composed 
primarily of British-built, piston- 
engine Sea Furies, B-26 bombers 
and other World War II vintage 
planes. 

Britain last December rejected 
a Cuban bid to purchase 15 jets 
because of the tense situation in 
the Caribbean. Castro blamed 
United States. intervention for the 
rejection. : 

Castro also was blocked in ef- 
forts to purchase several heli- 
copters from United States 
firms. The United States State 
Department said earlier this 
month that it had halted a ship- 
ment of helicopters to Cuba as 
“part of the general arms em- 
bargo applied to several Carib- 
bean nations.” 

There have been persistent 
rumors that Castro already has 
received a shipment of MIG-17 
jet fighters from Czechoslovakia. 
Castro has said he would try to 
obtain jet aircraft “from any 
country that builds them.” 

The announcement said that 
in addition to sugar, Cuba would 
ship Poland copper, iron, nickel, 
manganese and chrome, all of 
which are now produced. en- 
tirely by American companies 
operating in Cuba. 

The ‘owners of Cuba’s only in- 
dependent TV channel ah- 
nounced their retirement “until 
the situation is clarified.’ 

Abel Mestre and: his brother 
Goar own the radio-TV chain 
CMQ, Cuba’s largest. The net- 
work has been under govern- 
ment fire since CMQ commen- 
tator Luis Conte Aguero charged 


Red influence in Castro’s re- 
gime.

Communist groups clashed out- 
side CMQ headquarters last 
week, the government froze the 
private bank accounts of the 
Mestre brothers, saying they 
were suspected of links with ex- 
dictator Fulgencio Batista. Abel 
Mestre denied any such connec- 
tion.

How do you stack up with 
the “average motorist?” 

Len Barnes, associate edi- 
tor of MOTOR NEWS, of- 
ficial publication of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Michigan, has 
come up with a “portrait” of 
the average motorist based 
on accident and traffic ticket 
statistics across the nation. 


“Mr. Average . Motorist,” 
according to Barnes, has: 

One moving violation ticket 
every 3.7 years. (Moving 
means that a violation ‘was 
committed while one’s vehicle 
Was moving. This includes 
éverything from speeding and 
improper or illegal turn to 
improperly leaving curb, one- 
arm driving and illegal U- 
turn.) 

A serious moving violation 
(running a red light, speed- 
ing, reckless driving) every 
9.2 years. 

A negligent property dam- 
age accident costing over $100 
once in 10 years. 

An accident involving a 
non-fatal injury every 68 
years. 

He would have to drive 16,- 
400,000 miles before having a 
fatal accident. (The average 
motorist drives 500,000 miles 
in his lifetime.) 

Drives 9357 miles a year 
and 1400 miles on vacation 
annually. 

Gets a reckless driving 
ticket every 69.5 years. 

Gets a speeding ticket 
{from one mile over speed 
limit, up) every 15 years. 

Gets a ticket for being un- 
der the influence of alcohol 
while driving every 436 years.

Front-Wheel Drive May 


Reappear on Cars Soon 


DETROIT, Mich. (UPI)— 
Front-wheel drive may reap- 
pear on American cars within 
the next few years, auto in- 
dustry sources say. 


They report Ford is experi- 
menting with front wheel 
drive for a new small car it is 
developing to compete with 
such foreign imports as the 
Volkswagen and Renault. It 
also is experimenting with 
front wheel drive on a Thun- 
derbird, but this could be pure 
research with no intention of 
ever introducing such a car.

“Unlike most cars,” he said, 
“the driving wheels on a front- 
drive car will take you where 
the front wheels point, par- 
ticularly on ice and snow.” 

Miller said harder steering 
need not accompany front- 
wheel drive if the overall 
weight of the car is kept down. 
Power steering also helps 
overcome hard-steering ob- 
jections, he said.

DETROIT, Mich. (UPI)— 
New fuel gases developed by 
Allis-Chamlera Mfg. Co. now 
make possible electric cars 
which could compete with gas | 
buggies, Dr, H. K. Ihrig, re- | 
Search director for the com- 
pany, reports. 

Thrig says the new fuel 
gases can be fed into fuel cells 
which generate electricity to 
power all types of vehicles on 
a basis competitive with gaso- 
line-powered cars, trucks, trac- 
tors and military vehicles. 

The new system tested re- 
cently on a tractor which 
plowed a field with only a 
20-hp. electric motor. 


the experimental tractor came 
from 1008 individual cells. A 


mixture of gases, largely od 
pane, fueled the celle along 
with oxygen. The gases wefe 
fed to the cells through a sys- 
tem of tubing and, once in the 
cells, reacted in an electrolyte. 
The chemical reactions with- 
in the cells cause a direct cur- 


motor. 

In this way, the speed of the 
vehicle can be controlled by 
varying the amount of current 
going to the motor. The ve- 
hicle can be reversed by 
changing the polarity.

The big advantage of the 
ee cell power plant, Ihrig 
says, is that it is much more 
efficient than gasoline or 
diesel engines, which give off 
much of their energy in the 
form of heat.

NEW YORK—There is no 
money magic, no returning to 
“easy money” days or no spe-

‘Apartment

NEW YORK (UPI)—Many per- 
sons, at one time or another, 
have gone through the experi- 
ence of looking for an apart- 
ment, ) 

Like many other projects, 
apartment hunting starts inno- 
cently enough — even as fun — 
often ends in utter confusion. 

Ernest Bigelow, vice president 
of Talman Bigelow, Inc., a New 
York real estate brokerage firm, 
has a number of suggestions de- 
signed to ease the burdens of the 
apartment seeker. 


One of the more complicating 
factors in looking for an apart- 
ment is the problem of termi- 
nology, according to Bigelow. 
There is a great deal of misun- 
derstanding, he says, about such 
things as apartment sizes, frac- 

rooms, sublease clauses, 
reference and credit investiga- 
tions, the services provided by a 
broker and the percentage of 
income that. may be allocated 
for rent, 


A small apartment, the real es- 
tate broker notes, such as a two- 
room unit, frequently will not in- 
clude a separate bedroom and is 
referred to as an efficiency unit. 
It may have a living room, a 

and perhaps a dressing 

room. It may have en alcove 

that could be used as a dining 

area or a sleeping area. The lat-

apartment hunter should deter- 
mine his budget, Bigelow 
stresses. 

It is only after determining the 
size of the apartment, budget and 


location that the actual search ¥ 
should begin. Bigelow suggests 7. 


several short cuts that will save 


—time and steps. Hours can be 


saved simply by phoning the 
renting office at the site and 
getting answers to many perti- 
nent questions. This will save 
many a wasted trip. 

The classified apartment list- 
ings in newspapers are an inval- 
uable guide in looking for an 
apartment, Bigelow states. These 
indicate whether the apartments 
are furnished or unfurnished, 
the size of the apartments, rent- 
als, and location. 

The agent says it should be 
emphasized, with regard to using 
a broker to help find an apart- 
ment in a new building, that it 
does not cost anything. The 
broker’s commission usually is 
paid by the building owner. If 
a reputable broker wants a fee 
to find an apartment, he will ad- 
vise of this, Bibelow added. 

When a new apartment is in- 
spected, Bigelow suggests pre- 
liminary questions should be 
asked of the renting agent, con- 
cerning such items cs air con- 
ditioning, 24-hour doorman at- 
tendance, utility charges, storage 
and laundry facilities, avail- 
ability of garage space, and oc- 
cupancy date. 

If these features and the ap- 
pearance of the apartment prove 
satisfactory, inquiry then should 
be made as to how long a lease 
is required; the background of 
the building and managing 
agent; appliances to be included; 
soundproofing qualities of the 
apartment, and lobby decoration. 

In filling out an application for 
the apartment, financial and so- 
cial references usually will be 
required. When some persons 
object to this, Bigelow points out 
to them that if their references 
are not checked then neither are 
_ those of their neighbors. Refer- 
ence checks may protect the ten- 

Leases usually are standard 
forms, but Bigelow emphasizes 
that they should be read and 
special attention given to any 
added provisions that are at- 
tached or typed in.

Erasmus 
is an aggressive man with little 
sense of humor. He is stiff and 
thick-bodied with a perennial at- 
titude of faint affront. Last week, 
as racial tension grew in many 
parts of the country, he imposed 
a bar on almost all meetings in 
many districts. This week he 
introduced in Parliament the 
government’s bill to outlaw two 
prominent African nationalist or-

Although a qualified, barrister, 
Erasmus practiced law for only 
two years. He is a professional 
politician whose career has been 
devoted to the National party 
and to Afrikaner nationalism. 
When the Nationalists won power 
in the 1948 general election, the 
late Dr. Daniel F. Malan, who 
became Prime Minister that 
year, turned to Erasmus as news 
of the victory was received and 
said: “‘This is your work.”

Erasmus was a leading organ- 
izer in the party for many years. 
As a party workhorse he fre- 
quently addressed political meet-, 
ings. On these occasions he sel- 
dom missed an opportunity to ex- 
ploit the Afrikaner nationalists’ 
hatred of Britain.

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plexioned Justice Minister looks 
younger than his 64 years. He 
was born in Cape Province, at- 
tended Worcester High School 
and then taught for a short time 
before attending Capetown Uni- 
versity. 

He was subsequently appointed 
registrar to the judge president 
of Cape Province.

Two years later he 
became attorney general of 
South-West Africa and in 1929 he 
accepted a post as assistant or- 
ganizer of the National party in 
the Cape province.

One of his first acts as Defense 
Minister was to have the offices 
of senior army officers searched 
by detectives. He discharged 


some because he said they were 
engaged in political activity and- 
posed the Nationalists. Later 
he withheld the promotion of out- 
standing officers and gave top 
defense jobs to loyal National 
party men. : 

Recently Erasmus was criti- 
cized when it was discovered he 
had used an air force helicopter 
for hurting antelope, firing on 
herds as the aircraft 7 mc 
low. It was explained, however, 
that he was merely helping to 
obtain meat for a+ military en- 
campment he was visiting. 

Points to Communist Peril. 

As Minister of Defense, Eras- 
mus warned frequently that Af- 
rica was in danger of penetration 
by Communists. He believes the 
Communists have a master plan 
to arm the Africans. 

Erasmus has represented South 
Africa at defense conferences in 
London, Washington and Lisbon. 
He is an advocate of military 
training for.youths as a cure for 
juvenile delinquency. 

The Justice Minister is 4 slow, 


deliberate, almost halting public 


speaker. He has a fondness for 
fine clothes and a reputation of 
being the best-dressed member 
of the government. One of his 
favored sports is horseback- 
riding. 

Erasmus was divorced from 
his first wife. He remarried, and 
he and Mrs. Erasmus have a son 
and two daughters.

An electronic data processing

WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP) 
—The Government reported to- 
day ‘that sales of manufacturing 
corporations climbed 11 per cent 
last .year to a record $337,800,- 
000,000. Profits were up 29 per 
cent. to $16,300,000,000. 

In the final three months of 
1959, . however, profit margins 
declined. While sales rose 2% 
billion dollars from the preced- 
ing -quarter to $85,600,000,000, 
earnings after taxes were un- 
changed at $3,828,000,000. 

The statistics were announced 
jointly by the Securities. and 
Exchange Commission and the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Sales for the year showed a 
gaim of 3244 billion dollars over 
1958 and exceeded the 1957 rec- 
ord by nearly 18 billions. After- 
tax profits were up $3,700,000,000 
and just about equaled the 1956 
peak-for this category. 

Cash dividend payments in- 
creased $500,000,000 to a record 
$7,900,000,000. Federal income 
taxes on 1959 earnings amounted 
to $13,400,000,000, compared with 
10 billion dollars a year earlier. 

In|& separate report the Cen- 
sus Bureau said February de- 
liveries by wholesalers rose 2 
per cent over January to $9,900,- 
000,000. The biggest advance was 
scored by durable goods but 
sales: of distributors of metal 
and metalwork dropped 3 pér 
cent. Inventories of wholesalers 
remained unchanged from their 
January level.

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The Health Insurance Issue 


Although the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee rejected the Forand bill for federal 
medical insurance for those over 65 and a 
compromise mégsure as well by a party-line 
vote, this hardly is the last that will be heard 
on this subject. The leading Democratic 
presidential aspirants as well as Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Flemming have spoken up 
ingfavor of some such legislation. So it is 
bound to be a campaign issue. 


There is little doubt as to the desirability 
of some form of help in meeting medical, hos- 
pital and nursing home expenses of many re- 
tired individuals. The Research Department 
of the American Medical Association com- 
plains that advocates of compulsory health 
insurance for those over 65 put too much 
emphasis on per capita cash position. “One 
could expect a large proportion of those over 
65 years of age and retired to be more com- 
fortably off than those still at work,” it says 
in reporting that liquid assets — savings, 
shares, bonds, bank deposits and the like— 
have risen sharply. Undoubtedly the aged 
rich get richer as the stock market rises. But 
that is hardly to the point. Millions of re- 
tired persons need medical care and cannot 
afford it. 


Various figures also are given on the me- 
dian income of those over 65. The Health 
Information Foundation sets this at $1300, but 
the per capita income of the group as a whole 
is less than half of this sum. Naturally, those 
still employed or engaged in a business or 
profession of their own are relatively well off. 
But this insurance is intended primarily for 
those who have little or no income beyond 
Social Security payments, pensions and the 
like. 


The real question is how this may best be 
provided. Private insurance companies have 
devised a variety of plans under which health 
insurance is available after 65. These include 
the extension or conversion of group insur- 
ance. There are group health policies for re- 
tired workers financed by their former em- 
ployers. All those over 65 in a single state 
now can be insured on a group basis. And 
some insurance firms have encouraged the 
formation of such grotps as the American 
Association of Retired Persons. The latter 
offers fairly broad hospital, surgical and med- 
ical coverage for $6 a month and even broad- 
er coverage for an additional $3 a month. 
Since many plans with varying benefits are 
available, costs naturally vary. 

* * * 


None, however, seems to offer as much as 
the Forand plan for as little money. This 
would’ be financed by an increase of one 
fourth of one per cent in the Social Security 
tax—or $12 a year on the top taxable income 
of $4800, paid by both the employe and the 
employer. It would be paid every year up to 
the age of retirement. Even so, it probably 
would be considerably cheaper than a private 
paid-up-at-65 health insurance policy which 
might be carried just as long. Under a fed- 
eral compulsory plan, the cost would be 
shared by far more individuals than can be 
expected to form the “pool” of a private 
set-up. 

On balance,.the Forand plan has the ad- 
vantage. ‘Those who oppose it have an obli- 
gation to present specific and clear alterna- 
tives which meet the same objectives. That 
a great social need exists cannot be doubted, 
and neither can it be doubted that the na- 
tion must move with dispatch to meet the 
need, not evade it. 


All the Facts 


Democratic Representatives Mack of Illinois 
and Moss of California urge a full investiga- 
tion of off-the-record contacts between Fed- 
eral Power Commission members and a gas 
company representative. In a campaign year 
their request may seem to have political mo- 
tivation, but the FPC case sweeps across 
party lines.

The Justice Department already is investi- 
gating to see whether the law was violated 
by the ex parte contacts.

The House committee should 
investigate to see whether a stronger law is 
required. 


What Are the Senator’s Views?. 


We hope Senator Stuart Symington will 
take an early opportunity to give the nation 
his views on the Eisenhower-Macmillan pro- 
posal for a treaty banning large nuclear tests 
coupled with a moratorium on small under- 
ground blasts. 

The Senator is an active candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for President and it is 
important that he should express himself as 
frankly as did his rival, Senator Humphrey. 
The latter takes some justifiable pride in the 
fact that he proposed the essentials of the 
Eisenhower-Macmillan plan long before either 
of those statesmen did. Now he applauds 
the Camp David decision as “taking us on the 
high road toward a just and enduring peace.” 


The public has a special interest in, Sena- 
tor Symington’s views because two years ago, 
when a suspension of nuclear testing was 
being widely discussed, his attitude was 
shrouded in confusion. Some people who 
favored a suspension thought he was with 
them, and some who vigorously opposed it 
thought he was with them. The Senator 
finally issued a “clarifying” statement which 
advocated “a-world agreement for nuclear 
test suspension as of a certain date,” but only 
after the completion of that year’s series of 
explosions. He said the test suspension ought 
to be entirely separate from other disarma- 
ment measures and from any agreement to 
cease the production of fissionable material 
for weapons purposes. 

A few weeks later, however, Senator Sym- 
ington once more appeared to ,Bive implicit 
approval to the position of those who were 
still opposing any suspension of testing. This 
left his views as obscure as ever. 

Much water has flowed under the bridge 
since early 1958. The United States and 
Britain unilaterally suspended their tests in 
October of that year; the Soviet Union fol- 
lowed suit a few days later; the long Geneva 
conference on, a test-ban treaty set in; and

didate. But it is still hard to know just 
where he stands on nuclear testing. He 
should make himself quite. clear. 


Absurd New Hampshire 


The problem for the state of New Hamp- 
shire in th® case of Willard Uphaus ceased 
long ago to be a legal one. Therefore the 
latest decision of the state Supreme Court 
makes no change in the situation. The court 
has decided that Attorney General Wyman’s 
authority to demand the names of guests at 
Dr. Uphaus’s summer camp still was in effect 
at the time Dr. Uphaus, as a matter of con- 
science, refused to comply. Hence his im- 
prisonment is held to be valid, and he must 
continue serving his one-year term for con- 
tempt of court unless he hands over the names. 


Ever since the United States Supreme Court 
refused Dr. Uphaus the protection of the 
First Amendment, however, there has been a 
presumption that he could legally be im- 
prisoned for contempt. The question is wheth- 
er the sovereign State of New Hampshire is 
acting morally and decently in insisting upon 
its pound of flesh. 

Dr. Uphaus, a lay preacher of th 
ist church who has spent his life in religious 
work, is almost 70. He says he has never 
been a Communist. He has repeatedly de- 
nied that any subversive activity took place 
at the World Fellowship conclaves where he 
brought together pacifists, radicals, cranks 
and others, including perhaps a Communist 
or two, to talk about peace. But he refuses to 
name the guests. He invokes, he says, “a pro- 
found religious and ethical teaching, as ancient 
as the Old Testament and the history of the 
church, that it is morally wrong to put inno- 
cent people into the hands of unscrupulous 
investigators who have the power to frighten, 
to slander, to punish through ugly publicity, 
and to take away the means of livelihood.” 

Does the government of New Hampshire 
really feel itself so much in danger of violent 
overthrow that it must keep this aging eccen- 
tric in prison? The truth is that every time 
New Hampshire wins a legal round against 
him, the state looks a little more ridiculous. 


Dr. Uphaus, by contrast, looks better all the 
time. For he is defending a basic American 
principle, free speech and assembly, which 
is supposed to be guaranteed by the First 
Amendment. When a man must go to prison 
because he refuses to be called to official ac- 
count for things he has said and people with 
whom he has met, then he does not enjoy the 
rights the First Amendment is meant to as- 
sure him. : 


Some day the United States Supreme Court 
will again decide that the First Amendment 
means what it says. When this happens, Wil- 
lard Uphaus will have helped to bring about 
the change.

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The Mayor’s News Policy 


Mayor Tucker has reasserted the only pos- 
sible sound policy governing the release of 
information to the press. “Any responsible 
city official, who has in his possession correct 
information or facts of public interest,” he 
said, “is urged to make it available on the 
request of the press. All public records are 
available for inspection.” 

In other words, the release of factual infor- 
mation need not be “cleared” with the Mayor 
or anybody else. The press is entitled to the 
facts so that it may make them public. 


Statements about policy matters should 
only be made by responsible departmental 
directors, says the Mayor. This also is proper 
since those on lower levels do not make poli- 
cy and may not be adequately informed 
about decisions made on a higher level, This, 
of course, is no excuse for not making such 
decisions publi¢. It is merely a guarantee of 
responsibility and accuracy. It is to be hoped 
that all city officials, high and low, will follow 
this clear guidance in accord with the public’s 
right to be fully informed about public 
business. 


No More Obstructions 


The Administration’s voting referee plan is 
not the strongest measure for protecting the 
right to vote, and it certainly should not be 
weakened by such measures as that proposed 
by Senator Kefauver to let state officials at- 
tend the referees’ hearings. 

Under the House bill now before the Sen- 
ate, the Attorney General would first ask a 
federal court to find that denial of voting 
was a common practice in a given area. After 
such a finding, the court could appoint ref- 
erees to hold hearings for citizens denied 
the right to vote, and to issue certificates 
entitling them to register and vote. Then 
the referees could report on whether these 


. voters were kept from voting, in which case 


local election officials would be subject to 
contempt citations. 


One weakness of this plan is that a voter 
must have the courage to attempt to vote 
twice. He must show at the referee's hearing 
that he was denied that right, and then must 
attempt to use the referee’s certificate for 
voting before the courts can consider con- 
tempt action against local officials. Much of 
the burden of action is placed upon individu- 
als whom the whole process is intended to 
help, and not upon officials who denied them 
their rights. 


Permitting state officials to attend the ref- 
erees’ hearings might be an “invitation to in- 
timidation,” as several Republicans protested. 
Certainly the Kefauver amendment would in- 
vite obstructionism in a procedure that al- 
ready contains too many possible obstructions. 
The Administration’s referee plan is the only

Nine Coats 


A coat of white primer is 
applied first, then a coat of 
lacquer. In between the pins 
are put through a drying oven, 
as is done after each of five 


coats of plastic that follow. 
Four coats are white and one 
is clear. Two top coats of lac- 
quer, so that the pins can be 
cleaned after use, make a total 
of nine thicknesses of protec- 


tive liquid. 
During the last few months 
something new has been added 
| —a nylon sock is placed over 


| the pin and then made in- | 


visible by coats of plastic. The 
Ripley people said that the 
American Bowling Congress 
had approved this method only 
this season. To be used in 
A.B.C.-sanctioned leagues, pins 
must be manufactured accord- 
ing to the organization’s rules. 

It is that A.B.C. sanction, by | 
the way, that causes one of the 
few manual operations in the 
producing of pins. The decal 
showing A.B.C. approval must 
be glued on by hand. North-

able to find a way to do it 
mechanically. 

After the pins are complete, 
there is still a seven-day dry- 
ing-out period before they are 
boxed. They are weighed then 
on a special scale that shows 
whether they are balanced, 
then are boxed according to 
weights, with only a half-ounce 
variation in each set of 10. 

It isn’t as difficult as it 
might ‘sound to get precision | 
weights. To compensate for 
the weight of the plastic—5 or 
6 ounces — a hole must be 
drilled out of the center of. the 
pin before it is put together. 
By Varying the size of the hole, 
virtually any weight can be ob- 
tained,

Under the borrowed name of 
Maurice Barrymore, Herbert 
Blyth came to the United in 
1875 to tour with Edwin Booth 
in “Hamlet.”

Georgianna’s background gave 
the theater’s royal family a legi- 
timate claim to the throne. Her 
father was John Drew, an Irish 
actor from County Clare who 
starred in Joseph Jefferson's 
premiere American performance 
of “The Rivals.”

Her mother, Louisa Lane 
Drew, and her grandmother, 
Eliza Lane Klinioch, both of 
whom lived in the Philadelphia 
house where the Barrymore chil- 
dren were raised, had begun life 
as ballad singers in the English 
provinces. 

Her sister, Loulsa, and her 
brothers, Sidney and John, all 
won fame on the stage, but John 
was the real giant among the 
Drews.

With four acting generations 
under one roof, the three-story 
Drew Manse on Philadelphia’s 
North Twelfth street was more 
like a theatrical boarding house 
than a home.

1. Pass. The chance of making 
a game is poor, in view of part- 
ner’s signoff rebid of two dia- 
monds. The only question to be 
resolved is the suit in which the 
under-game contract should be 
played. Since North by-passed 
the opportunity to bid a spade 
over a heart, it is hardly likely 
that a satisfactory spade fit can 
be established. A two spade bid, 
therefore, would be almost point- 
less, especially since it would 
compel North to bid again in the 
upward climb to nowhere. 

A two heart bid, with such a 


broken suit, is not likely to tm- 
prove matters either. The 
chances are that North has a 
six-card diamond suit and that 
two diamonds is as good a con- 
tract as can be reached. 

2. Three notrump. An opening 
bid facing an opening bid means 
game. The most likely game 
contract to be made is ih no- 
trump. With 15 high-card points, 
balanced distribution, and 
strength in all suits, the jump to 
game in notrump is clearly indi- 
cated. It would be wrong to bid 
only two notrump, which part- 
ner could pass with minimum 
values. 

3. Two spades. Again, a game 
contract must surely be reached, 
but where the best contract lies 
is uncertain. Partner has to be 
consulted in the matter. The

French Director's Masterpiece 


FRENCH DIRECTOR Marcel Camus, loosely identified 
with the Gallic “new wave’ of film-making, has used the 
Orpheus-Eurydice legend against the background of the Rio 
de Janeiro carnival in Brazil to turn out a superb combi- 
nation of romantic realism and dark mysti- 
cism, “BLACK ORPHEUS.” The film was 
nominated for the Academy Award as best 
foreign film of last year, and will in all 
probability win the Oscar Monday night. 
It is showing here at the APOLLO ART 
THEATER. 

This is about the impoverished Negroes 
of Rio during carnival time. They have saved all year for 
their costumes and throw themselves ecstatically into the 
revelry. The primitive throb of drums sets the mood as the 
Negroes, young and old, sway gracefully in the broken 
rhythms of the dance, even as they prepare for the carnival. 
Camus, using Eastman color with a lush eye, has caught 
an exotic quality as his camera lingers on the hills where 
the shacks cling and then pans out to the lovely bay. He 
has captured the gaiety, the hectic excitement, tenderness 


and passion, the underlying pathos, and moments of poetry 
and mysticism. . 


Orpheus, a young guitar-playing streetcar conductor, 
meets Eurydice, a sweet, simple girl from the country come 
to visit her cousin, and he promptly forgets about his 
flashy fiancee, Mira. Eurydice is terror-stricken. A man 
from her home village has been trying to kill her. And 
a mysterious/man, garbed as Death in a skeleton costume, 
does stalk her. The picture mounts to almost a frenzy of 
excitement and suspense as Death moves in on her during 
the carnival dance, finally pursues her to the car barn 
where Orpheus, trying to rescue her, accidentally electrocutes 


her by turning on the power switch as she cowers on a 
catwalk. 


There is an almost overpowering eerie spell as Orpheus, 
refusing to believe she is dead, hunts her at a weird Ma- 
cumba ceremony in a ghostly old building guarded by a 
dog named Cerberus, hears Eurydice’s voice coming from 
behind, and as he turns, in spite of her warning, finds it is 
emanating from a fat old woman kneeling on the floor. 
There is a scene ‘of macabre poeticism as he goes to the 
morgue to reclaim Eurydice’s body. This mood mounts in 
his haunting, melancholy song as he carries her up to a 
precipice to be sent hurtling over by a rock thrown by the 
jealous Mira. 

Camus, working on a story by Brazilian poet Vinicius 
de Moraes, has made a poignant, poetic and profoundly 
allusive film. It has been acted with complete naturalness 
by a cast headed by Breno Mello (an amateur who was 
noted as a football player) as Orpheus, Marpessa Dawn, 
a young singer from Pittsburgh, as Eurydice, and Lourdes 
De Oliveira, a fiery actress, as Mira. What sounds like 
Portuguese dialogue is translated in English sub-titles. 


Good Reissues 


THE HOLLYWOOD STUDIOS have claimed they have 
plenty of productions already finished to last them through 
a long movie strike, but already they are beginning to sup- 
plement the new pictures with re-issues. The two big Grand 
boulevard houses, the FOX and the ST. LOUIS, have re- 
issues this week. 


Those at the Fox, *THE COUNTRY GIRL” (1954), and 
“THE BRIDGES AT TOKO RI” (1955), are really good ones, 
well worthwhile seeing again. There were superb perform- 
ances by Grace Kelly, Bing Crosby and William Holden 
under George Seaton’s direction in ‘“‘The Country Girl,” in 
the study of an alcoholic singer and his weary, disillusioned 
wife. Holden, Miss Kelly, Fredric March and Mickey Rooney 
share honors in ‘“‘Toko-Ri,” a poignant and exciting story 
about a carrier aircraft pilot and his wife in the Korean war. 


The St. Louis’s reissue is “THE GLENN MILLER 
STORY” (1954), a refreshingly simple and straightforward 
account of the life-of the band leader, played by James 
Stewart. The second feature is a new one, “BORN TO BE 
LOVED,” a saccharine, schmaltzy item about a shy, plain 
girl who suddenly becomes a raving beauty by taking off 
those spectacles, which she never needed anyway, and get- 
ting a new hair-do, and snags that handsome young singer. 
No wonder, because all along she really was Carol Morris, 
Miss Universe of 1957. Hugo Haas, who plays a nice old 
music teacher, also wrote, produced and directed this, appar- 
ently still steeped in the old hack Hollywood tradition, out- 
moded in recent years, that everyone has to be handsome 
or beautiful to be capable of love.

“WHEN IT COMES to garden- 
ing I’m all thumbs and’ not one 
of them is green.” 

This rueful remark made to 
Jo Meyer by one of her friends 
is pretty typical of the attitude 
of many a would-be home land- 
scaper. But even the most inept 
of gardeners has been encour- 
aged and the ‘ardent green 
thumbers enthralled by Jose- 
phine Boyd Meyer’s contribution 
to the art, the ‘Gardener’s 
Monthly Guide and Log.” 

Introduced last fall at the 
Shaw’s Garden centennial, Mrs. 
Meyer’s simple but effective 
booklet has become one of the 
winter’s brisk sellers and with 
good reason. The average home 
gardener, accustomed to being 
cowed by scientific terms or 
misadvised by instructions that 
work beautifully for delphinium 
growers in Portland but flop in 
local backyards, can follow a 
month-by-month guide of when 
to plant and how, what to spray 
and why.

“I often wonder if gardening 
is an inherited tendency like the 
tendency to paint,” Mrs. Meyer 
says. “At any rate from my 
farming ancestors in upstate 
New York to my grandmother in 


‘Kirkwood, our family has always 


been interested in growing 
things.” 

One of her earliest memories 
is of her’ family home at 350 
North Woodlawn avenue, her 
mother’s garden surrounded by 


a picket fence and her own little 
area inclosed by a low picket 
fence which her father built for 
her. 

“My grandmother Boyd lived 
next door and had a lovely gar- 
den, acres of it, a fabulous col- 
lection which I didn’t appreciate 
until many years later. She had 
things other people still don’t 
have, and yet she’d let us chil- 
dren coast down the hills and 
bump into her prize specimens. 

“My cousin’s grandfather, 
Daniel S. Brown, had a green- 
house with a wonderful orchid 
collection. In 1914 when they had 
trouble getting coal to heat the 
greenhouses, he gave his collec- 
tion to Shaw’s Garden.” 


After her marriage to Robert 
E. Meyer, Jo Meyer was an 
apartment dweller for four years 
but even there she had patches 
of garden in the yard. In March 
1933 when they built their new 
home at 3 Ladue lane, she was 
expecting her second child but 
insisted that her husband dig 
some flower borders right away. 
He thought she was slightly daft 
but humored her whim and her 
favorite hobby soon was under 
way again. — 

“As I became more involved 
in gardening, I began keeping 
notes for myself,”” Mrs. Meyer 
said. ‘‘I’d try to remember to 
keep track of the weather al- 
though I couldn’t remember to 
do this every day or even every 
week. In an engagement book, 
one of those you get from insur- 
ance companies with two days to 
a page, I’d make notes of what 
to order and what was in bloom 
on certain days. 


“One year I was quite ill and 
I got to worrying. Not about 
what would happen to my fam- 
ily but what would happen to 
my garden. How would they 
know what to do with it? So [ 
started making lists of what 
things were needed at certain

times of the year and how to 
use them.” 

Friends found out about her 
gardening booklet and when St. 
Peter’s Episcopal church held a 
bazaar several years ago, they 
asked if they might print it to 
sell. It went so well that many 
readers asked when she would 
bring it out in book form. 


” For the next two years she 
worked on the book’s final 
form. One New York publisher 
was interested but wanted a 
book with hard covers and 
advice for gardeners every- 
where. Mrs. Meyer felt that 
with “‘California’s five climatic 
conditions alotie,” such a book 
was impractical. Moreover, 
she wanted one with a plastic 
cover that a gardener could 
handle with muddy fingers, 
and the kind of pages that 
wouldn’t blow shut. Finally 
she decided to have the book 
published at her own expense 
by Eden Publishing House. 
Her faith was justified; with- 
in the first few months the 
book had sold 2000 copies. 


The picture on the cover of the 
book is a watercolor done by 
Mrs. Meyer of her own garden 
with its picket fence and gravel 
paths. Even on a weathered-in 
day you are impressed by its 
charming vista, its brick wall 
with an allee of fruit trees be- 
yond, and further back a wild 
flower garden and a tiny house 
that once was a children’s play- 
house and during the war, a 
chicken house. 

“We tried that until we dis- 
covered our eggs were costing 
50 cents apiece,”” Mrs. Meyer 
recalled. ‘‘We decided to kill off 
the chickens but the first one 
we ate stuck in our throats. So 
we drove out into the country, 
found a farmer and made a 
deal. We traded our 40 chickens 
for 40 of his and then cheer- 
fully killed his.” 

Around on the other side of 
the house is her husband’s hob- 
by, a miniature train on which 
small children can ride. It is 
quite a problem because the 
tracks break during the winter 
and require annual repair. 

“I’m going to name this train 
after that artist felow,’’ Meyer 
once grumbled. ‘‘Toulouse Lau- 
trec.”’ 

The Meyer home is as attrac- 
tive as its surroundings, with 
handsome antiques and an art- 
it's use of delectable colors. 
Even in winter it is not devoid 
of flowers, for Mrs. Meyer has 
bouquets of dried flowers treat- 
ed with a borax-cornmeal mix- 
ture according to a formula she 
got at Missouri Botanical Gar- 
dens.

think she is an expert on flower 
growing, which she doesn’t pre- 
tend to be.
